OUR EUROPEAN LETTER. 


FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Paris, July, 1867. 
| THE EXPOSITION. : 
The great Exposition is all that I had 


| anticipated. Everything is on an immense 


scale. It well deserves the name “ Eposi- 
tion Universelle.” It is a pretty severe 
week’s work to walk through the different 
avenues of the building and the grounds 
and obtain a correct impression of the whole. 
The catalogue of the exhibition is a pretty 


| volume of more than a thousand pages. 


The whole of the Champ de Mars— 
about 102 acres—is crowded with buildings 
pertaining to the exhibition. The main 
edifice covers thirty-five acres. A fine view 


of it is obtained by going to the roof in an 


elevator provided for that purpose. The 
building is a sort of parallelogram with 
rounded ends. It is sixteen hundred feet 
long by twelve bundred'and fifty feet wide. 
There are really seven or eight buildings, 
one within the other. The outer circle be- 
ing the largest, is devoted to machinery 
and bulky articles. A very large space is 
allotted to the exhibition of works of art, 

ancient and modern. This feature of the 
exhibition is a highy attractive one. The 
visitor can select the art galleries, and go 
through the exhibitions of each nation, get- 
ting a good idea of the difference'of taste 
exhibited in each. National characteris- 
tics are distinctly expressed in the tone and 
coloring of ‘the pictures. 

The American portion of the edntnin 
is rather meagre. What there is is quite 
creditable, but there should have been a 
better display. Our American machinery 
seemed to be much admired. It looks light 
compared with European machinery. The 
collection of American paintings is small, 
but some of them are ‘very choice. The 
representation of the New’ England Au- 
tumoal Foliage, of White Mountain Scene- 
ry, Bierstadt’s Rocky Mountains, Church’s 
Rainy Season in the Tropics, and Niagara, 
attracted a good deal of admiration. 

San Francisco makes a display of 
minerals. 

The litile Kingdom of Hawaii aati 
utes quite creditably to the treasures of the 
exhibition. 

Of course France has the neenenein 
and makes the most profuse display. Eng- 
land.comes next. All the European nations | 
are well represented. Even Egypt and 
Tunis have contributed largely of their 
characteristic productions. 

On the outer rim of the building, oppo- | 
site the space allotted to each nation, is one or 
more restaurants, kept according to the cus- 
tom of thatnation. We enjoyed very much 
going to the American Restaurant. It is 
kept in excellent style. It was pleasant to 
hear our own language and to get home-like 
food. 

The grounds outside of the main building 
are occupied with buildings in the style of 
the different nations. There is, for instance, 
an Egyptian Temple, a Turkish Mosque, a

-Hea- 
then idols, rare implements, etc., are exbib- 
ited, and in contrast with these, missionary 
publications and other means of civilization. 
The American Board and the London Mis- 
sionary Society. make impressive exhibitions 
of the success which they have achieved. 
- Further. on we find three tasteful: little 
buildings devoted to the distribution of 
tracts, Bibles, Testaments, and - religious 
reading in all languages. An immense 
amount of such reading has been distribut- 
ed jointly by English. aud American Christ- 
ians. A large iseue of tracts, entitled “ Life 
of Abraham Lincoln,” was made. great 
was the demand for this that it excited the 
jealousy of the French Government, who 
feared that it might lead to emigration west- 
ward, or a too. free thinking toward Repub- 
licanism. For atime the tract. was sup- 
pressed, but at length it went forth again, 
accompanied by a counterpoise in the shape 
of a little biography of Napoleon II. 1 
am told that the Biography of Lincoln is 


| still largely sought, and that even soldiers 


take it and reject that of Napoleon. 

_ The Botanical Garden of the exhibition 
is a little miracle in the way of landscape 
gardening. The moderate spaceof ground 


‘| occupied is 80 arranged with artificial elé- 


vations, little rivers, cascades, lakes, etc., 
that you feel no sense of smallness .what- 
ever. There are several artificial grottoes 
in this garden, where rock is imitated. with 
great success. There ‘are artificial stalac- 
tites pendant from the dark roof. In the 
sides are large glass cases filled with salt 
water, in which all sorts of fish dwell, quite 
athome. At short intervals there are large 
glass palaces for plants of different cli- 
mates. One of these immense hot-houses 
is devoted to the tropics. Here you find a 
variety of tropical productions in full vigor. 


“Almost everything that grows is _repre- 
sented in this little garden. 


It would bea 
capital place to study botany. How so 


| great a variety has been crowded into so 


small a space, without any appearance of 
crowding, is a mystery to me. 
peculiar felicity of the French gardener’s 
art which I have often noticed before. 


An exhibition on this broad scale gives. 
one a vivid impression of the the natural 
fraternity of peoples and countries, One 
can not do without the other. Each has 
some peculiar gift which it can work up 
for the common welfare.. One climate does 
not produce the whole catalogue of things 
useful and beautiful, nor do one people mo- 
nopolize all skill. Whata mighty accelera- 
tion the progress of the world will receive 
when nations come to a real and hearty fra- 
ternity—each contributing of its resources, 
material, intellectual, and moral, toward the 
completeness of every other! 

Whatever the external appearances may 
be, it is our bappitiess to look forward to 
such a consummation. The vision of the 
future from this stand-point is sublime. 

The sights of Paris I must leave for the 
present, as we expect to return this way. 
We go next to Belgium and Holland.

Consecration of Trinity Church. 


This fine structure was consecrated last 
Sunday by the Bishop of the Diocese, with 
the customary impressive services. The 
Bishop also preached a discourse pertinent 
to the occasion. There was a large repre- 
sentation of the Episcopal clergy present, 
who took part in the exercises. 


The Church is one of the largest in the city, its 
auditorium being 112 feet by 65, and 68 feet in 
height. The chancel is 40 x 36 feet. The build- 
ing contains, aside from the auditorium and chan- 
cel, a boy’s school room, 70 x 25 feet ; girl’s school 
room, 60x 30 feet; second story room over the 
girl’s school room, for Committee or other meet- 
ings, 60 x 30 feet ; infant school room, 30 x 16 feet ; 
also a pastor’s library and robing room. ‘The en- 
trances are through vestibles—that on Post street 
occupying the first story of the Tower, and is 30 
x 30 feet, and 40 feet high ; that on Powell street 
being 24 x 16 feet. The principal frontage of the 
church is on Post street, facing Union Square. 
The tower is on the southwest corner, and is in 
three stories, each 40 feet high, finished with an 
open parapet, and pinnacles on the corners over 
the buttresses. The entire height of the tower, 
and finishing with a spire over it, is 100 feet above 
the side wall, being surmounted by an iron cross. 

The cost of the structure, exclusive of the lot, 
‘is estimated at about $75, 000.

Rirvarism Enetanp.—The Boston 
Journal's intelligent correspondent, Mr. C. 
C. Coffia, writes from Salisbury, England, 
a very interesting account of an Anti- Ritu- 
alistic meeting which he there attended. 
From statements which were made at 
that meeting, it is very evident that Ritual- 
ism is strong both in numbers and in the 
character of its advocates. Mr. C. says: 


“The advocates of high ritualism claim 
that a majority of the members of the Church 
of England are in favor of the introduction 
of more forms and ceremonies in the ser- 
vice. The Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
primate of all England, the Bishop of Ox- 
ford and the Bishop of Salisbury, and I 
know not how many more prelates, are High 
Churchmen; also Mr. Gladstone. It was 
stated in the meeting yesterday that the 
High Church party had control of the Ec- 
clesiastical Courts and the metagetcnt of 
Ecclesiastical affairs generally.” 


Some of the doctrines and usages of the 
Ritualists are essentially Roman Catholic. 
It was stated that “in the parish of St. Al- 
bans a Monkish brotherhood had been formed 
called the “ Guild of St. Albans,” which 
held to transubstantialism, confession and 
absolution, and the power of the priesthood. 
In some places secret confessionals had been 
established, and women and girls were en- 
couraged to repair to confession without let- 
ting husbands and parents know of what 
was going on.”

“Gasoky are.an annoyance and 
@ source of . constant, irritation to many 
households, besides the discomfort, gloom,

fail:to.wake any chimney draw well. The

rebounds, poh if the obstacle is imme- 
diately above the fire, for there the draft is 
comparatively light, but it increases as it 
ascends. The throat of the chimney is the 
a ‘ginning of the chimney part, and is usual- 
y three or four inches broad or deep, and 
ten, fifteen or more lengthways or across ; 
if this throat is abruptly widened and lengtb- 
ened soas to make a chamber twice as large 
in both directions, and a foot high, and then 
taper of as desired, the chimney will not 
smoke, especially after this chamber has be- 
come somewhat heated, for the rarified air 
creates a vacuum into which the smoke rush- 
es and a strong draft is immediately gener- 
ated. Another item in connection with 
chimneys merits attention, as many houses 
have been set on fire and lives lost by the 
“chimney taking fire,” as it is termed, in 
consequence. of the great accumulation of 
soot in the body of the chimney. It is 
claimed that if salt is mixed with the mor- 
tar which is used in building the chimney 
in the usual way, the accumulation of soot 
is prevented by the salt absorbing the moist- 
ure every damp day, and parting with it to 
the soot, which thus becomes heavy and 
falls down into the fire-place. 

“If emoke bas settled on the walls, wheth- 
er from chimneys or from gas or oil lights, 
it may be removed preparatory to white- 
washing, and the walls will be left in good 
condition to receive the lime if some indigo 
is dissolved in water and the mixture is ap- 
plied with a brush; another plan has been 
suggested: take four quarts of fresh wood 
ashes in a wooden vessel, pour on two gal- 
lons of boiling water and when settled ap- 
ply with @ brush ; if the first brushing thus 
is not sufficient let it dry and make another 
application. It adds so much to the feeling 
of comfort to have a tidy, clean, light-look- 
ing kitchen, that every good housekeeper 
will value the suggestions made.— Hall's 
Journal of Health. 


Influence of Diet on Health. 


' Dr. Hebbard delivered a lecture at the 
Cooper Institute, New York City, on the 
influence of diet on health, strength and 
long life. After condemning in strong terms 
the use of liquor and tobacco, Dr. Hebbard 
spoke of the various kinds of food in their 
relative digestibility. He said that contra- 
ry to the usually received opinion, potatoes 
were not a cheap article of food, containing 
seventy-four hundredths of water and but 
little nourishment. ‘They should never be 
. boiled, the true object being to get as much 
water out of them as possible. Of grains, 
rice and oats were the most largely nourish- 
ing; wheat, rye and corn came next. The 
Scotch Highlander illustrated the amount 
of courage and vitality to be drawn from 
oat meal. His tenacity and bravery as a 
soldier were proverbial. Of meats, beef 
affurded the highest proportion of nutriment, 
there being twenty-two pounds of actual vi- 
tality in every hundred. It should be so 
prepared as to avoid any waste of its juices. 
The Doctor advocated’ broiling it. Beans 
and peas even exceeded beef in their nutri- 
tive qualities. Of all food, pork was the 
least nutritious and most hurtful. It should 
never be eaten in any way. No man could 
eat fat pork for four consecutive weeks and 
keep well. In regard to animal heat, two- 
thirds of our food went to fatten and warm 
us. Cream; butter, and the like, were in- 
tended for this end. These articles con- 
tained a large quantity of carbon. The 
lungs breathing in oxygen, to be mingled 
with this, generated animal heat, hence the 
importance of giving full play to the lungs. 
By a diet regulated properly, all danger of 
cholera, and contagious and epidemic dis- 
eases would be avoided. The lecturer gave 
a number of minute directions for the health- 
ful preparation of food, and endeavored to 
have distributed a quantity of bread as a 
sample. 


(Cement ror Knire Hanpies.—1. Lay 
a piece of alum on the stove, and when it 
is melted roll the knife-sbank in it, and im- 
mediately thrust it firmly into the handle.
